SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Monday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states :—‘* During 
July 20 our troops fought the enemy 


in the area of Voronezh and south- 
east of Voroslilovgrad. On _ other 
sectors of the front no material 
changes took place. During July 19 
units of our Air Force on various 
sectors of the front destroyed or 


damaged 40 German tanks, 80 lorries 
carrying troops and war material. and 
15 wagons. They blew up eight ammu- 
nition dumps and five fuel dumps, 
silenced eight field anti-aircraft artil- 
lery batteries, damaged one transport, 
and dispersed and partly annihilated 
about: four companies of enemy in- 
fantry. 

“In the area of Voronezh our troops 
continue to deal blows against the 
German Fascist troops. Our troops 
have occupied several Don crossings. 
The Red Air Force is actively support- 
ing our land troops and bombing 
enemy positions. The enemy is stub- 
bornly defending himself, and is hastily 
building fortifications. One Soviet unit 
pressed the enemy back somewhat in 
one sector. The Germans, having re- 
ceived reinforcements, attempted to re- 
capture the lost positions, and attacked 
with tank support. Our troops met 
the enemy with accurate’ mortar, 
machine-gun and rifle fire, and then 
counter-attacked. The Germans were 
beaten hack. and lost in this engage- 
ment 700 officers and men, 13 tanks, 
5 guns, 18 machine-guns and 10 trench 
mortars. 

“ In one of the sectors of the North- 
western front a regiment of enemy 
infantry attacked the outer edges of our 
defences. Our men repelled’ the 
Germans, and, pursuing them, entered 
the area of, the enemy defences, where 
they oceupied 20 blockhouses and a 
height of great strategic importance. 
Later the Germans attempted to restore 
their position and launched several 
counter-attacks “Each time they were 
rolled back, suffering heavy Josses.

POOLED |DELIVERIES LIKELY 


From August Ist 
the smaller} commercizl vehicles now 
operated by commercial concerns will 
dis@ppear from the roads and, gene- 
tally speaking, retail deliveries of 
non-perishable goods will cease. 

Those commercial vehicles which. 
because of the highly essential 
character of their task, will be allowed 
to continue running will be required 
to display a special permit. 

The problem of. commercial deliveries 
will have to be tackled by traders 
themselves, and it is learned that 
Dublin drapers are considering’ the 
formation of a non-profit-making com- 
pany in order to pool their deliveries. 
Such an undertaking would, it is 
understood, he given a limited supply 
of petrol. In the event of traders 
failing to organise a pooling system 
of deliveries, the Great Southern Rail- 
ways or the Dublin Transport Com- 
pany may arrange to take over pooled 
deliveries, 

Passenger ‘buses, road locomotives, 
road tractors, vehicles used for the 
collection of domestic refuse, and Army 
vehicles are the only exceptions to 
the need for permits. 

The vehicles which will come under 
the new restrictions range un to 30 
cwts., and it is feared that even, when 
these have been dealt with, the heavier 
lorries may be subjected to restrictions 
in order to keep issues of petrol within 
the amount available. 

From next month onward, the road 
services of the railway companies will 
be required to deal with a considerable 
increase in traffic, and the Great 
Southern and Great Northern ‘railway 
companies are considering the steps 
that may have to be taken to meet 
the new situation.

MEDICAL SUPPLIES 
AMERICAN RED CROSS GIFT

“ Substantial shipments’ of medical 
supplies will be dispatched in the near 
future from the American Red (Cross 
to the Irish Red Cross. 

This news reached the President of 
the Irish body, Mr. Justice Conor 
Maguire, yesterday, in a cable from his 
American counter-part, Mr. Norman 
Davis. The cable stated that Mr. 
Davis had received a report from Mr. 
George: Allen, who, in June, made a 
survey of the needs of the Irish Red 
Cross, and was ‘‘ impressed by the 
work which the Irish body was doing.” 

Mr. Justice Maguire told an Jrish 
Times reporter last night that it was 
probable that the supplies would be 
transported across the Atlantic by 
Irish ships, but nothing had been 
decided yet. ‘‘ The majority of what 
we requested will not occupy a great 
deal of shipping space," he said, ‘ but 
one or two articles—disinfectors, for 
instance, which would be vital in the 
event of a mass evacuation—wil] be 
bulky. Whether we will be able to 
get these over we do not snow.” 


SENATE VACANCY FILLED 


The vacancy in the Senate caused by 
the death of Cu Uladh has been filled 
by Mr. Padraic O Maille, on the nomi- 
nation of the ‘Taoiseach. Senator 
MacFhionnlaoich (Cu Uladh) was one 
of the Taoiseach’s nominees at the last 
election. 

Mr. O Maille has been a public re- 
presentative for the greater part of 24 
years. He was returned to the first 
Dail for West Galway in the. general 
election of 1918, and represented that 
county until May, 1927. From 1922 to 
1927 he was Leas Cheann Comhairle. 
Elected to the Seanad in 1934, he was 
a member of that House until its dis- 
solution in May, 1936. After the Con- 
stitution was passed in 1937 he was 
elected to the new Seanad on the Agri- 
cultural panel in 1938, and was chosen 
Leas Chathaoirleach: 

In both Dail and Seanad Mr. 
O Maille has used Irish (of which he 
is a native speaker) as his normal 
speech when participating in debates.

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- GRAVE SHORTAGE | 


OF IRISH CEMENT 


BUILDING TRADES HIT| 
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SERIOUS development has 
taken place in the Irish cement 
building industries because of 


A 


and 


the grave shortage of coal. The 
quantity of cement now manu- 


factured or likely to be available in 
the immediate future will be sub- 
stantially less than the amount 
normally required to meet building 
activities in the country, and 
existing stocks, as well as future 
production, are being reserved for 
essential public works. 

For the building trade the outlook is 
darkened by unemployment. Allied 
with the shortage of coal—it requires a 
ton of coal to produce four tons of 
cement—the iactories are faced by the 
equally big problem of obtaining parts 
for machinery which is deteriorating 
through wea and tear. Experiments 
are taking place in the use of turf for 
cement production, but, as announced in 
the Jrish Times some. months ago, the 
quantity of turf available this year is 
likely to be a good deal below the 
amount cut last year, and, with labour 
and transport difficulties, a domestic 
ration of as little as a quarter of a ton 
per month is envisaged during the 
winter months. 


NONE FOR NEW WORKS 


The total amount of cement estimated 
to be necessary for current public works 
undertaken by the State and _ local 
authorities. and for undertakings con- 
cerned with defence and A.R.P. pur- 
poses, exceeds the anticipated supply, 
and a drastic pruning of the demands 
of various authorities has been neces- 
sary to reduce consumption to a 
minimum. 

No cement will be available in future 
for new works—other than defence or 
A.R.P.—or for private persons fur any 
purpose. The possibility of diverting 
to cement manufacturers a proportion 
of the limited coal supphes still coming 
in is being examined, but it is con- 
sidered unlikely that any improvement 
in the position which would result in a 
modification of the new restrictions on 
deliveries can be obtained.

,. 41-DAY SHIP 
U.S.. BUILDING RECORD 


NEW YORK, Monday.—An almost 
unknown shipbuilding firm has broken 
all world records by completing a 
10,500-ton ship—from. keel-laying to 
launching—in 41 days, says Reuter. 

This beats by five days the record 
set up last month by Henry J. Kaiser, 
America’s ** Tsar of shipbuilding,’’ at 
his famous Oregon yard. 

The 41-day ship, Junipero Serra, is 
the product of the California Ship- 
building Corporation, in a £5,000,000 
shipyard created on a stretch of 
terminal island (in Los Angeles 
harbour) that was a swamp in the 
autumn of 1940. To-day the yard has 
14 buildingways and 10 fitting docks. 
In June it delivered 15 merchant ships 
to the Government—almost a qUarter 
of the entire U.S. output for the month. 
Separate ships’ parts are pre-fabricated 
at inland factories—often by men who 
have never seen the sea—and assembled 
at the vard like a giant jigsaw puzzle. 


CARGO 'PLANES 


A Reuter Baltimore message states 
that Mr. Glenn L. Martin, President 
of the Martin Aircraft Co., to-day 
strongly endorsed the proposal made by 
Mr. Henry J. Kaiser, prominent ship- 
builder that America should construct 
mammoth 70-ton freight-carrying 
_ as a solution of the shipping 
shortage. We are anxious to make 
every possible contribution to rapid 
development of the vital air cargo 
transport fleet.” he said. ‘‘Such 
vessels as the Mars, and larger types, 
can easily assume the chief burden of 
ocean transport, because of their high 
speed and greater frequency of move- 
ment. Since we are losing surface 
ships much faster than we can build 
them, because of U-boats, an air cargo 
programme is of extreme importance at 
this time.” 

Mr. Martin offered his co-operation 
with shipbuilders in producing such air 
transport. 

The Mars, built by the Martin 
Company, has a speed of more than 
300 miles an hour, and could fly to 
Europe and back non-stop. Five 
thousand such ‘planes, said Mr. Kaiser, 
could fly 70,000 tons of cargo to 
England or land 500,000 men, there in 
one day. The Mars can carry 150 
troops with their equipment.—(Reuter.) 


WASTED FOOD IN BELFAST 


At Belfast Police Court yesterday, 
Mrs. Florence May Plester, of Druma- 
fern, Dungannon, formerly of 22 Luxor 
Gardens, Belfast, and her maid, Saran 
Rodgers, were fined £5 and £3, respec- 
tively, for having wasted foodstuffs. 

It was stated that last January Mrs. 
Plester went to live in Dungannon and 
left Rodgers in charge of the house at 
Luxor Gardens. Rodgers continued to 
take in bread three times a week until 
Mrs. Plester ceased to be the tenant. 
When the house was given up, the 
agent found in a cupboard 1-lb. 
plain loaves, 5 half-loaves, 17 pan end 
Veda loaves, 6 half pan and Veda 
loaves, 16 soda farls, 2 Vienna -rolls, 
9 tea buns, a wheaten farl, 7 Ib. of 
broken bread and biscuits, 1 lb. of 
butter, 15 lb. of cheese, and 1 lb. of 
margarine—all unfit for human food. 

Mrs. Plester said that she told the 
maid to get the bread necessary for 
herself.

lating supplies jfor the winter, when 
householders. with neither gas nor 
electricity will be faced with serious 
hardship. 


GAS LIGHTING 

The position of people who rely 
entirely on gas for lighting 1s likely to 
create a problem in future months, but 
there is some small hope that they 
may later on have the benefit of gas 
at a later hour than at present, or, 
alternatively, get a little kerosene. 

The kerosene problem is particularly 
acute this year; for, side by side with 
the general reduction in supplies, a 
substantial increase in tillage had to 
be provided for, as well as a corre- 
sponding increase in harvesting and 
threshing operations. The full require- 
ments for food production will be met, 
and it is also believed that sufficient 
kerosene will remain to allow a monthly 
ration of at least the- quantity which 
was given in the corresponding months 
last year. 

Slackness on the part of registered 
nsers of kerosene for agricultural pur- 
poses in stating their requirements for 
the harvest renders it impossible at 
preseut to state definitely the extent to 
which domestic users will receive 
supplies. Only 1,500 out of 5,500 regis- 
tered users have indicated their require- 
ments, and the delay is causing enbar- 
rassment not only to the Department 
and domestic users, but also to the 
oil-distributing companies, who hive to 
make special transport arrangeménts. 


TIMBER TRADESCONTROL 
MINISTRY'S NEW ORDERS 


Greater control of the firewood and 
commercial timber trades is being 
exercised by the Department of Supplies 
as a result of difficulty experienced by 
small traders in getting supplies at less 
than the maximum retail price. 

In future it will be illegal to purchase 
—as well as sell—timber for firewood at 
more than the maximum fixed price, and 
the sale of firewood suitable for domestic 
purposes, except on the basis of weight. 
has been prohibited. The prices of 
sawn timber of all descriptions have 
been controlled. 

Supplies of firewood are not con- 
troHed.~ The Minister for Supplies had 
fixed maximum prices for growing 
timber suitable for firewood and a 
maximum retail price, and left it to 
the trade to make the necessary adjust- 
ments to enable it to carry on within 
those limits. The absence of any 
uniformity in costs of production of 
firewood, .and in transport charges to 
the city, made the fixation of a whole- 
sale price impracticable. It is possible 
that restrictions on deliveries of fire- 
wood to consumers otherwise than 
through licensed fuel merchants may be 


enforced, and stricter measures are 
being taken to make effective the 
maximum price fixed for growing 
timber. These measures include the 


prohibition of auctions, except subject 
to the maximum price, and making it 
illegal for any person to buy (as well 
as to sell) timber at prices higher than 
those fixed by Order. it is considered 
that by these means a supply of fire- 
wood can be made available, which 
small tradeis can avail themselves of, 
at a price which will enable them to 
re-sell it in small lots at the fixed price. 

A new Order has been made control- 
ling the prices of sawn commercial 
timber, and the maximum rates fixed 
for the standard board are 5s. 9d. per 
cubie foot in Dublin County Borough, 
5s. 3d. in Cork, Limerick, Waterford 
and Galway County Borough; 4s. 7d, 
at permanent mills or merchants’ 
premises (mainly in country towns) and 
ós. 74d. at all other mills, including 
portable mills. Prices of other cuts 
are scaled accordingly. These prices 
are for soft woods; other prices are 
fixed for larch and hard woods. The 
purchase, as well as the sale, of growing 
trees in excess ot the controlled price 
is illegal, and growing trees cannot be 
sold or purchased except on the »asis 
of weight or cubic measure.

SOME BELFAST PURCHASES 


Cosmetics are among the most 
popular of the ‘* unseized ” godds pur- 
chased in Dublin by Belfast visitors. The 
manager of a well-known Dublin firm of 
chemists, when discussing Saturday’s 
big border seizures, told an /rish Times 
reporter that cosmetics of all 
types—particularly the more expensive 
types—are in great demand. '' Money 
seems to be no object to them,” he 
said, “and women think nothing of 
buying five or six expensive lipsticks 
or boxes of powder.’ Cameras, too. 
are very popular, and once more most 
of the visitors are prepared to pay 
up to seven or eight guineas in order 
to get what they want. Films, 
naturally, go the same way as cameras, 
and many chemists’ shops have had 
their stocks seriously depleted by un- 
usually heavy purchases. : 


The visitors are making valiant 
efforts to obtain large supplies of 
razor-blades, but in this thev have 


been defeated by the shop assistants, 


who are reserving them for regular 
customers. Many of the more wealthy 
visitors, failing to obtain blades, 


bought electric razors. In ether skups 
wallets, tobacco pouches writing cases 
and taney leather goods of all descrip- 
tions were in great demand.
